The amendment to claim 1, while intending to remove an antecedent issue, actually broadens the claim by removing 
technical details. The examiner believes the only allowable amendment would be one that states ". . . when the mobile 
handset has been removed and is distant from docking station means and is engaged in a call. 



The amendments to claims 6 and 20 are allowed since they do not change technical details but rather cancel the word 
"said" only. 
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
